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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
the separation between the first monopole and the grounded parasitic element exhibits a 
conductive profile which varies the waveguide characteristics of the antenna assembly, 
and in combination with the remaining claimed limitations. 

2. Claim 20 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach a 
planar striphne antenna comprising a double-sheath parasitic element array arranged to 
enclose the proximal end of the monopole, wherein the parasitic elements are shaped so 
that the distance between the inner edge of the parasitic elements adjacent the proximal 
end of the monopole and the monopole varies in such a fashion that the bandwidth of the 
antenna is broadened, and in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
